PRESIDENT TAFT URGED 
TO QUIET ALARM IN CUBA 


Gomez Says Peremptory Notes 
Sent by the United States 
Have Caused the Fear of 
Intervention—He Urges Pres- 
ident Taft to Restore Confi- 
dence. 


September 1.—The anxiety 
President Gomez regards 
the Gibson affair was made avident 
today when he sent a personal mes- 
sage to President Taft expressing re- 
gxret that the American charge d'af- 
faires had been assaulted by a “fool- 
ish, irresponsible person,” and declar- 
ing that the man would be severely 
and quickly punished. 

That there is some fear the incident 
may lead to complications which 
would invite intervention indicated 
by the Chhban executive’s expressed 
hope that Rresident Taft will make “a 
frank and tordial statement in order 
to restore confidence that the United 
States does not intend in this case 
to depart from its constant desire 
that Cuba maintain internal peace and 
the best of relations with all nations.” 

The statement of Mr. Wilson to Se- 
nor Rivero has not been. made public 
here, but it is understood to have 
been of a most peremptory character. 
This is indicated by the fact that 
President Gomez sent a personal cable 
dispatch to President Taft instead of 
leaving the matter to be-threshed in 
the ordinary diplomatic channels. 

Gomes to Taft. 

In part the dispatch said: 

“Deeply grieved by the statement 
made yesterday by Huntington Wilson, 
acting secretary of state to the Cuban 
minister at Washington, I address my- 
& to you, trusting in your constant 
gz00d will toward Cuba and this gov- 
ernment, to repeat my sorrow and in- 
dignation at the outrage inflicted upon 
the charge d'affaires of the United 
States by a foolish individual, per- 
haps in response to the instigation of 
persons trying to make trouble be- 
tween Cuba and the United States, 
and to assure you that his assailant 
has been arrested and wil) be prose- 
cuted with all the severity our laws 
permit and with all possible rapidity.

Services Are Presided Over by 
Ex-Governor John Slaton 


Ministers Representing Many 
Denominations Present to 
Tell of the Great Work Ac- 
complished by the Salvation 
Army Leader. 


More than 1,000 people attended the 
service held for the late 

1 William Booth, founder of the 

n Army, at the Baptist Taber- 

nacle, Sunday afternoon, ex-Governor 
John M. Slaton presiding, and for more 
than an hour paid fitting tribute to 
the great leader who died last week in 


London. 

The church was crowded when the 
opening hymn was sung, and though 
the members of the Atlanta branch of 
the Salvation Army held prominent 
place, many denominations were repre- 
sented. As’ Mr. Slaton said: “It is 
a meeting in memory of a man who 
practiced, not a denominational relig- 
ion, but the religion of God.” 

Trials He Encountered. 

Staff Captain Horace Dodd, of the 

Salvation Army, pronounced the in- 
vocation, and Rev. Holderby followed 
in the Scripture reading, beginning 
with the verse, “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith.” It was then 
that Major A. W. Crawford told of 
the object of the meeting, telling of 
the work of the great founder and 
leader of the Salvation Army and de- 
scribing some of the trials and diffi- 
culties encountered by General Booth 
beginning his work. 
Mr. Slaton opened his remarks by 
declaring that {t was fitting for mem- 
bers of all denominations to gather in 
honor of the dead leader and saying 
that he was proud of the honor of 
leading in such memorial services. 

“Tt has been long since the world 
has seen a man whose conception of 
a great work in religious lines ap- 
proached that of General Booth,” he 
said. “Never has any man in modern 
times conceived a more general plan 
of bringing the erring to God and of 
practicing practical Christianity. He 
was a great man, who came at the 
right time, and the Salvation Army 
wfll stand as a monument to his mem- 
ory through the years to come. He 
advocated no set rule of religion. He 
preached of Christ and of the religion 
of Christianity. He sought to set men 
in the ways of God and to aid them 
in material ways.” 

Practical Side of Work, 

WwW. W. Orr, representing business, 
was introduced by Mr. Slaton, and 
talked of the practical side of Gen- 
eral Booth’s work, telling of the ad- 
vantages it had brought to the busi- 
ness interests of civilized nations all 
over the world. He was followed by 
T 4H. Jeffries, speaking for the Broth- 
erhoods, who made a simple but strong 
talk. J. P. Jackson, of the Young 
Men’s Christian association, was next 
introduced, and stressed the good the 
Salvation work had done as evidenced 
in the boys brought to the Young 
Men's Christian association.

RURAL CARRIERS 
GET $4,000,000 


That Sum Added Annually to 
Their Salaries 


Carriers on Standard Routes to 
Receive $1,100 a Year With 
Proportionate Increase for 
Carriers on Shorter Routes. 


More Than 30,000 Affected. 


Washington, September 1.—Under au- 
thority conferred by the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill, Postmaster General 
Hitchcock today increased the salaries 
of rural letter. carriers on standard 
routes from $1,000 to $1,100 a year, 
thus affecting 30,000 men, with propor- 
tlonate increases to carriers on shorter 
routes. The order will become effective 
September 30. 

This will mean an increased disburse- 
ment of $4,000,000 a year. It is. the 
second salary advance for rural car- 
riers made in the last four years, At 
the close of the last fiscal year’ on 
June 30, there were 42,031 rural mail 
carriers, the aggregate pay being $40,- 
655,740. When the rural delivery sys- 
tem was instituted 16 years ago, 83 
carriers were employed at an annual 
cost of $14,840, the maximum individual 
pay being $200 a year. 

The increases provides rural carriers 
adequate compensation for additional 
burdens to be imposed by the parcels 
post system, effective January l. 

“The parcels post system on rural 
mail routes can be conducted practi- 
cally with no extra expenses to the 
government, except the increased sal- 
ary allowance to carriers,” said Mr. 
Hitchcock. “In my judgment this addi- 
tional cost will be more than offset by 
an increased revenue, thus insuring the 
maintenance, and, from time to time 
the extension of the rural delivery 
system as a self-supporting branch of 
the postal service.” 

Mr. Hitchcock has directed, also, 
on the com- 
pletion of twelve months’ service, be 
granted fifteen days’ leave with pay. 
This will require the additional ex- 
penditure of $80,000 a year in the pay- 
ment of substitute carriers.

PEAROSE UNFIT 
TOBE SENATE. 
SAS ROOSEVELT | 
The Colonel Makes Formal 


Reply to Charge That He 
Received Oil Money 


PENROSE AND. ARCHBOLD 
ARE ACCUSED OF LNG 


Col. Roosevelt Denies That He 
Knew Anything About Stand- 
ard Oil Trust Gifts to His 
Campaign—He Says Penrose 
Doesn’t Differ From a Black- 
mailing Policeman.

Oyster, Bay, N. Y., September 
Colonel Roosevelt made public tonight 
his letter to Semator Clapp, chatir- 
man of the senate committee investi- 
gating campaign contributions, in re- 
Ply to the recent testimony of John 
D. Archbold and Senator Penrose, re- 
garding an alicged. contribution of 
$100,000 by Mr. Archbold to the re- 
publican campaign of 1904. The letter 
is-a document of approximately. 18,000 ° 
words, covering forty-four typewritten 
pages. 

About one-thfrd of the letter is de- 
voted to copies of correspondence DY 
Colonel Rocsevelt, while president, with 
James S. Sherman, now vice president, 
Senator Bourne and others, and to the 
reply of President Roosevelt to the 
charge made by Alton B. Parker, in 
1904, that the republican campaign 
was financed, in large measure, by the 
contributions of big corporations. 

Colonel Roosevelt's Letter. 

The letter in part follows: 


“The charge against Mr. Penrose was 
a direct charge. This charge was not 
merely that he took $25,000 from the 
Standard Oil company, but that at or 
about the time of this taking it, while 
a member of a committee of the sen- 
ate, which was formed to investigate 
industrial affairs in the United States, 
he was in constant communicatio1 
with Mr. Archbold on the subject and 
that he submitted to Mr. Archbold, 
for his approval in advance, a copy 
of the report of the commission. If 
those statements are true, of course, 
Mr. Penrose is unfit to represent the 
people in the United States senate; 
and the testimony against him is direct. 
Apparently, however, the committee is 
investigating not this charge against 
Mr. Penrose, which was sustained by 
direct evidence, but Mr. Penrose’s coun- 
tercharge, which was sustained by no 
evidence at all and only by the repeti- 
tion of second-hand gossip. 

“As regards the statement of Mr. 
Penrose and Mr. Archbold that with 
my consent or knowledge Mr. Bliss 
asked the Standard Oil people for $100,- 
000, or other sum, or received such 
sum from them, it is an unqualified 
falsehood. . ; 

“If any request for funds was made 
from the Standard Oil company, or if 
any funds were received from _ the 
Standard Oil company. by Mr. Bliss or 
anyone else connected with the na- 
tional committee in 1904, it was not 
merely done without my knowledge, 
but was done against my express di- 
rection and prohibition and in spite 
of the fact that T was assured that 
no such request had been made and 
that no such contribution had been 
or would be received.” 

In support of this statement, Colo- 
nel Roosevelt includes here his let- 
ters and telegrams to George B. Cor- 
telyou, the republican national chair- 
man, of October 26, 27 and 29, 1904, 
respectively. These letters, which 
were made public recently, called Mr. 
Cortelyou’s attention to a report that 
Standard Oil interests had contributed 
$100,000 to the Roosevelt campaign 
and directed that the money *e re- 
turned if the report were true. The 
telegram was one asking if this had 
been done and addin: tnat there 
should be no delaying in so doing. 

Roosevelt Barred Penrose. 

“Subsequent to this telegram Mr. 
Loeb, my private secreyary, called Mr. 
Cortelyou up on the telephone,” the 
letter continues, “‘and later I did go 
myself. He notified me first through 
Mr. Loeb and then directly that no 
such cantribution had been received 
or would be recetved. He tells me he 
saw Mr. Bliss, showed hiin the letters 
and telegram, and that Mr. Bliss then 
told him that no Standard Oil money 
had been received and that none would 
be accepted. . 

“Mr. Penrose was a candidate for 
chairman of the republican national 
committee in 1904 and it was reported 
to me that the members of the com- 
mittee wished to choose him. This ] 
emphatically refused to allow. I 
knew but little 6f Mr. Penrose at the 
time, but I was not willing to have 
any man whom I did not personally 
know and in whose probity I did not 
have entire confidence as head of the 
committee. 

‘Mr. Cortelyou was put on at my 
personal request. He ran the cam- 
paign almost without suggestions from 
me. communicated with him occa- 
sionally by telephone, and generally in 
writing.’

TOCCOA CASHIER FACES 
EMBEZZLEMENT CHARGE 


Toccoa, Ga., Sc ptember 1.—(Special.) 
The fall term of Stephens superior 
court convenes on Monday and consid- 
erable interest is being manfested in 
‘certain suits which grew out of the 
financial difficulties of the Toccoa 
Cotton mills and the Toccoa Banking 
company a year or two since. 

The bank claimed at the time that 
with the connivance of’a bookkeeper, 
J. M. Maxwell, a merchant of Toccoa 
and several other depositors had over- 
drawn their accounts in large sums. 
Each of the depositors who had over- 
drawn repaid the money. to the bank. 

J. M. Maxwell, whose overdrafts 
amounted to seven or eight thousand 
dollars, as claimed by the bank, is now 
suing the bank to recover the amount, 
claiming that he was not overdrawn, 
and that he did not owe the bank the 
sum he paid. 

W. R. Bruce, of Toccoa, was cashier 
of the Toccoa Banking company, and 
also treasurer and manager of the 
Toccoa Cotton mills. Mr. Bruce is be- 
ing prosecuted for embezzlement, it 
being claimed that he discounted the 
cotton mill's note for the sum of 
$15,000 and applied the funds to his 
personal use.

He took his text from Exodus 
20, S-11. His sermon was as follows: 

The Sabbath as a day of rest dates 
from the creation of the world until 
now. It did not originate with the 
Ten Commandments. It was observed 
from Adam to Moses. We find the 
cycle of seven days among the Hindus, 
Chinese, Assyrians, Egyptians and the 
greater part of the nations of the 
old world. Josephus says: ‘There is no 
city of Greek or barbarian in which 
the custom of resting on the seventh 
day is not preserved.” 

“One Rest Day in Seven for All 
Workers” is a law written by the fin- 
ger of God on the tables of stone. It 
is also written in the constitution and 
fiber of man’s nature, His physical 
well-being demands it. Eminent sci- 
entists have proven by careful experi- 
ments that the Sabbath is a natural 
law, and is a scientific necessity for 
men, enabling them to live out the 
measure of their days, and to enjoy 
the blessing of a vigorous and happy 
old age. 

One Day’s Rest Necessary. 

Dr. Haegler, an eminent physician 
of Switzerland, affirms that the ordi- 
nary repose in the course of the. day 
of toil and the sleep of the night are 
insufficient t: @ve-establish our § vital 
forces and to.s,revent the ruin of the 
health, it is ntcessary to have a regu- 
lar and complete day of rest every 
week. The physiologist, Flourous, es- 
timates 100 years to be the normal 
duration of life of a man who accords 
to his diverse organs the just measure 
of work and of rest. Dr. Mussey con- 
firms the estimate of Flourous; he has 
founded his conclpsions on many ex- 
periments and observations, by which 
he has arrived at the certified fact 
that “the proper rest of one day in 
seven will increase by seven years the 
duration of a life of fifty years.” 

Nature has her periods of repose. 
Machinery is better for rest. Animals 
have more endurance and work better 
because of rest. Men are more effi- 
cient because of res#t. A mining op- 
erator having worked his men seven 
days in a week, and then six days a 
week, says that they did more work 
in six days than formerly in seven, 
and the increased output amounted to 
21 per cent of the. cost. 

The general manager of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartfor 
railway declares: “Men working six 
days in a week can handle as: much 
traffic and better than those .working 
seven days in a week. 

The words of Lord MacCauley are 
significant: “While industry is sus- 
pended, while the plow les in its fur- 
row, while the exchange is silent, 
while no smoke ascends from the fac- 
tory, a process is going on quite as 
important to the wealth of the nation 
as any process whic his performed on 
more busy -days.

In the next in- 
ning, though, Nashville tore round the 
bases to the plate. One man scored a 
run. He was young Sitton, and in 
scoring he slid head first into the New 
Orleans catcher’'s spikes.

With 
the din crashing about him Sitton stood 
in mid-diamond, a pathetic figure—his 
face white and trembling, his head 
white with the bandage that covere 
it.

Outside there was a closed carriage, 
with a policeman seated beside the 
driver and another tinside. I stepped 
in and we drove to Dawson & Burch, 
where I dined on two hardbolled eggs 
and a nip of ale. Then we drove to 
my home, and I stavedq there for a 
time, but finally went to a friend's 
house out in West Nashville. About 
9 o'clock we returned and drove around 
uptown, and the crowd was still in high 
spirits, tearing up hats and raisine 
in general.

Mexico City, September 1.—-Seventeen 
states itn which 18,000 rebels are con- 
ducting a warfare against the govern- 
ment the situation President Madervu 
is forced to face, notwithstanding he 
has fighting, his country’s rebel- 
The num- 
ber. of rebels in the field based on 
conservative estimates made by repre- 
sentatives of foreign governments. 

For one week the government, ags- 
suming that the rebels are bandits and 
not Soldiers of a revolutionary army, 
has been waging war with the stern 
by the especially 
providing for a sus- 
tutional guarantees, 
under which the army has the right 
to kill those captured in battle, even 
though they be wounded. Instead of 
being frightened away by the an- 
nouncement that death would the 
penalty for any taken under arms; the 
rebels in most regions have promised 
retaliation, and reports from the south 
indicate that the Zapatistas have ap- 
Plied the penalty to citizens in numer- 
Ous instances, well as to soldiers.

That is, 
old-fashioned methods are. still 
vogue, to wit: pulling the fodder in Au- 
gust and thereby stopping the upward 
flow of sap in the corn stalk and giving 
free access of sun heat and winds to 
dry out the ears of corn. I presume 
that those farmers who follow that 
method also continue the further detail 
of breaking the ripened ears. of corn 
from their long resting place on the 
stalks, throwing them into heap-rows— 
six rows to each heap row—and shortly 
after with another gang gathering the 
scattered ears into baskets and empty- 
ing into the wagon and on to the crih. 

I found, tn my experience, that a con- 
siderable saving of time may be accom- 
plished by throwing the ears. direct 
from the stalks to the wagon. It cer- 
tainly saves a good deal of handling. 
The driver of the team carries the row 
over which the wagon is drawn astride 
and two to four “hands” gather the 
corn from the adjoining rows, two on 
each side of the wagon. Try it, some 
of you farmers. All hands go with the 
loaded wagon to the crib and unload it 
in a few minutes. When the field is 
a considerable distance away there is 
a little more time lost, and the plan 
might not be so economikal of time. 

But how much better—every way— 
to have cut and shocked the corn stalks 
long ago and save everything from the 

“ground up!” What a nice place there 
to plow and sow oats next month! 

Cotton Picking Under Way. 

Cotton picking will be well under 
way before the end of the month. Let 
me enjoin upon the over-particular 
farmer not to discourage the otherwise 
rapid picker by insisting on “no trash,” 
and upon picking the last seed from 
every open boll. Encourage heavy 
baskets and rapid work, and keep, as 
nearly as may be practicable, up with 
the opening. No one knows what sort 
of weather we will have in November. 
It may be as it was last year, when 
millions of dollars were lost in the de- 
terioration of the cotton from standing 
so long ungathered. 

If. one or more good rains should 
come along during the month advant- 
age should be taken of the opportunity 
to get in some early sowing of rye and 
vetches, crtmson clover, ete., aS cover 
crops. The earlier these are sown after 
the first of the month—provided there 
be plenty of moisture to insure vigor- 
ous germination—the better. If the 
ground is soft to the depth of two or 
three inches, although too dry to germ- 
inate seeds, put them in the ground 
with a cultivator or other wide imple- 
ment, and the first rain will bring 
them up. No field should be permitted 
to go naked through the winter, if it 
can be avoided. 

Keep in view that Ogtober—say from 
October 1 to November 15, according to 
latitude, the best time to sow oats, 
and about the last of October the best 
time for sowing wheat and rye. [ 
would Se glad to be able to record 
that the farmers of the south will have 
sown a broader. and better fertilized 
area in oats than ever before in its his- 
tory.

CLOVER SICKNESS OR DODDER. 

Editor Farm Department: I notice 
an alarming increase in the bright 
yellow patches on the clover flelds of 
Tennessee. This is caused by para- 
sitic vine called DODDER. The seed 
is sown with clover and when the 
plant is well started it fixes itself on 
growing clover or other vegetation. 
Once well established on its host, it is 
detached from the soil and draws its 
nourishment from the plant on which 
it is located. 

It greatly reduces the hay crop and 
makes hay unsaleable to any one 
knowing that it contains dodder. Land 


badly infested with it is ruined for 
clover raising. 

Many farmers do not pay any at- 
tention to it, simply allowing it to 
run and spread at will. This is sure 
death to clover. If the seed is allowed 
to mature, they will be gathered with 
the hay and sown again on the land 
with the manure, seeding the whole 
farm rapidly. 

To kill it some spread dry straw 
over the infested spots and burn it. 
The manager at she state exXperimedat 
station at Knoxville, Tenn., goes over 
the fields andi where doader is feunsu 
it is mown: off close and gathered up 
clean in baskets or sacks, carried off 
and buried.

Comment: I am inclined to question 
the statement of my esteemed friend 
and correspondent that if “a short 
piece of the dodder be left on the grass 
or ground it will grow rapidly.” There 
are at least ten (10) species of dodder 
(Cuscuta) in this country, and each 
species is confined to a pretty definite 
number of species of host plants, and 
will not readily, if at all, grow on any 
other. When the dodder vine separates 
ffom its roots it has already attached 
itself by means of papillae, which de- 
velops on the surface in contact, and 
through these papillaes the vine feeds 
on the juices of the host plants.

Answer—You fail to state whether 
the so-called ‘“‘barren” cotton has oc- 
curred before this year in the same or 
similar soils. But as you go on further 
to state that “the squares come but 
drop when they get about the size of 
a pepper bloom,” and you say the 
“flelds are infested with a green fly 
about the size of a young by * * * their 
backs resembling that of a Katidid,” 
etc., I suspect that the insect is the 
so-called “sharp-shooter” (Homalodisea 
coagulata) whch punctures the bolls, 
but the grown sharpshooter is never 
near half inch in length and very much 
the katydid, although 
somewhat resembling it in outline. It 
it probable that you have the Texas 
boll weevil? Certainly, it is possible 
and the circumstances are suspicious, 
The Texas boll weevil is a brownish 
black beetle resembling (although a 
little larger) the snout beetle (weevils) 
that are found in the corn cribs.

Answer—Bloody urine may be a 
symptom of a number of different dis- 
eases—inflammation of kidneys, gravel 
or stone in the bladder or -ureters, tu- 
mors, kidney _wofms, sprains of the 
loins and Texas fever. It may be caused 


by the eating of irritant plants, such 
as savin, hellebone, rainnanlus, con- 
valulus, calchicum, oak shoots, ash, 
privet, etc. It is probably not because 
of Texas or Tick fever, else the spleen 
and liver would have shown enlarge- 
ment and degeneration. It is probable 
that it was uwue—in the case of the 
cow that died—to eating some one or 
more of the plants above named. The 
first thing to do Is to give 1 1-2 pounds 
Epsom salts in 1-2 gallon of water as 
a drench. Follow the operation of the 
salts with one dose 1-oz. tincture of 
chloride of iron, 1-oz. tincture of gin- 
ger and tl-oz. tincture of gentian, all 
in half-pint of water, 3 times a day. 
Give bran mcashes made up with ‘ot 
of water. Give plenty of cool water 
and anything she will eat.

W. K. Manning, Lexie, 
Sir: I have a sick calf. She is about 
five months old, nursing, and was in 
very good condition. Last Friday I 
discovered when I went to the pen 
that it was breathing hard, like one 
snoring in his sleep, with a kind of 
it grazes 
most of the time, and nurses alright: 
but don’t drink water as it ought; it 
gets worse each day. I had a medical 
doctor with it. He seemed to think it 
a disease among calves, like the mur- 
rain. It could have gotten trash off 
of some old cotton seed it had eaten 
the day before, in its windpipe. Its 
is swelling, and it will 
if you touch its goozle, which seems 
to be enlarged at the mouth of it, and 
will cough as ff to get its breath. Its 
eyes run some water. I’ve put vinegar 
and mustard in its ears, given it castor 
oil and Sloan's liniment tn it; given 
melted vaseline mashed with copperas: 
bathed with linitments; used salt and 
copperas for sore nose, but there fs no 
sign of sore nose. You can hear it 
breathing all over the place, and it 
will cough once and a while and swal- 
low. 

Answer—yYour letter, being improp- 
erly addressed, was so long in reach- 
ing me (15 days), thut your calf is 
probably beyond the reach of treat- 
ment, or no longer requires treatment, 
which, interpreted, means that it has 
either died or recovered. Your descrip- 
tion indicates that the calf had laryvn- 
gitis, or “sore throat,” with possibly 
some complications. I am not positive, 
however, that it had laryngitis. The 
treatment consists of fomentations and 
hot applications over the throat. Stim- 
ulating liniments (Sloan’s itis very 
good), mustard mixed with cold water 
and well rubbed in with a stiff brush. 
Give the following electuary: Pulver- 
ized chlorate of potash» 8 ounces; fluid 
extract of belladonna, 2 ounces; 
dered opium, 1 ounce; powdered licor- 
ice root, 8 ounces; sirup, a sufficient 
quantity; mix. At frequent intervals 
place a small tablespoonful on the 
back part of the tongue, or back teeth. 
Or you may mix equal parts of aloes, 
powdered opium and gum camphor 
and rub an ounce on the jaw teeth 
every four or five hours. The bowels 
should be kept open, and it should be 
kept on soft food.
